ing to help the blood out. 
REFRESHMENT 

When the needle was withdrawn, 
McCarthy was told to lie there for 
seven minutes, after which he 
could join other donors in an ante- 
room for coffee,fruit juice and cook. 
ies. On that day, one of the “hos- 
tesses” dispensing cookies and kind 
words was Mrs. Henry Wolff from 
Atherton, who is chairman of the 
Gray Ladies. 

Volunteers at the blood center 
not only provide the refreshment, 
but staff the desks, blood - letting 
room and man the “courtesy cars,” 
which call for and take home the 
donors who otherwise would have 
no form of transportation. 

Two of the drivers on McCarithy’s 
day were Mrs. Heber -Tilden cf 
Woodside and Mrs. Miles Weeks of 
Menlo Park. Mrs. Ernest. Sultan 
was on hand in the blood donor 
room. 

Not. all donors know exactly what 
happens to their blocd once it leaves 
them and goes vacuum-wise into a 
pint bottle. 

WHAT HAPPENS 

Every donor is given a number of 
his own at the front desk, which 
follows him through the procedure 
from testing to blocd-giving. The 
same number is put on his pint boi- 
tle when full, accompanied by the 
test tubes of blood taken from his 
ear. 

The bottled blood is then~placed 
in a freezer situated in the “blood- 
mobile” proper, which is parked 
right cutside the back entrance. 
Here the blood is kept at a constant 


temperature to incure against spoil- © 


age. 

Some blood (providing that the 
donor has specified “Armed Serv- 
ices’) is sent whole to the battle- 
front; other blood is processed into 
plasma. Usually plasma is given the 
injured who are suffering from 
shock than from actual loss of great 
amounts of blood; in the latter case. 
however, transfusions of whote blood 
is generally called for. 

Another vehicle is parked in. back 
of the “yellow room,” and that is a 
horse trailer, which carries the 12 
beds and 12 mattresses to and from 
their storage place at the Burlin- 
game chapter house. 

WORK TOGETHER 

Working together with the Red 
Cross volunteers (usually number- 
ing about 9) are 6 paid employees, 
who do the technical jobs, such as 
testing blood pressure and letting 
blood samples. 

The mobile unit averages about 
75 donors a day, with a “slump” 
during the summer months. The 
fact speaks for itself thaf many of 
the donors are giving their second 
or even seventh pint—the experi- 
ence, according to donors them- 
selves, is painless and rewarding, in 
association with the wonderful Red 
Cross workers, as well as in the joo 
done by the blood.

Town, Says Author of Initial Letter

“So we are the namesake of that 


Menlo. Mr. Lawrence named the 
street on which he lived, ‘Edison 
street’. 

POPULATION 


“There are 443 of us here in Men- 
lo, Georgia. Some of us are merch- 
ants, some teachers, some preach- 
ers and some factory employees. We 
are Presbyterians, Baptsits, Metho- 
dists, and members of the Church of 
Christ. 

“We are white and negro. Most of 
us are natives, as our parents before 
us were natives. Most of our teach- 
ers and businesspeople are natives. 
But we're just as proud of our “ad- 
opted” folk. We just want you to 
know that once you settle here, you 
don’t want to leave. 

“Menlo is nestled at the foot of 

a long mountain which ranges 
down from Chattanooga, Tennes- 
see, to Gadsden, Alabama. On the 
other side of us is spread a beau- 
tiful valley with fine farming land 
and sloping hills. Cotton, corn and 
hay are the principal crops, and 
cattle is fast becoming popular 
with the farmers. 

“On the tableau atop the mount- 
ain is a fine summer resort called 
‘Cloudland’. There is much grand 
scenery on the mountain, including 
a deep canyon, and the only rivers 
atop a mountain in the country. 

“Near our town are several min- 
eral springs which some people be- 
lieve are health-giving. There was 
once a resort hotel at the springs. 
It burned many years ago. 
‘DESOLATE’ 

“But with all these advantages, 
we were until about two years ago, 
a desolate little town. We had a few 
general stores, a soda fountain, a 
hardware store, one or two service 
stations, and that’s about all. 

“But a community improvement 
contest sponsored by the Georgia 
Power company opened our eyes, 
and last year we took second place 
—and its accompanying $750—in the 
state in the contest. : 

“To place so highly, we had done 
many things. 

“We had converted a vacant 
building into a city hall, instaed 
a city water system, organized a 
volunteer fire department and 
bought a truck, planted some 900 
dogwood trees and helped to get 
cur first industry, a glove factory, 
established. 

“We also had beautified the school 

grounds, the churches. the homes 
and the little park which Mr. Lawr- 
ence had bequeathed to the town as 
a ‘playground for children of gen- 
erations forever’. 
“On the Fourth of July this year, 
underneath the beautiful trees in 
the park, and near the monument 
which Mr. Lawrence erected in 1915 
in memory of Confederate men and 
women, we had a gala homecoming 
and barbeque. : 

“As you have undoubtedly ‘mess 

ed by this time, we are proud of 

our Menlo. And we know you are 
of yours.

DOWN TO EARTH 


A Good Start and Proper Care 
Can Help Assure Success of Lawn 


By TERRY LEE | 

Besides being a major landscape | 
feature of the home, a lawn is in- | 
tended to increase the outdoor liv-j| 
ing space for the family. | 

In theory at least, turf should be | 
economical to maintain. Unfortun- | 
ately this is not always the case. Ev- | 
en the thickest, best fed lawn is at- | 
tacked by crab grass or lawn moths, 
or a dozen other defacing elements. | 

However, if special attention is! 
given to certain points in construc- 
tion and maintenance, the average | 
heme owner should have success” 
with his lawn without tco much ef- 
fort and money. 

HOW MUCH TOPSOIL? 

Four inches of topsoil, for exam- 
ple, is the recommended depth for 
home lawns. In areas that receive 
heavy traffic, like badminton courts 
or terraces, six and even eight inch- 
es will reduce maintenance pro- 
blems. 

Sub-drainage is important, 
tile is required under hardpan. 

Good surface drainage is absolute- 
ly necessary. In grading, a one per 


and 


or back of the lot, and no depres- 
sions left. This is easy enough to do 
before planting, and more than 
worth the cost. 
FERTILIZE IT 

A new seed bed should be fertil- 
ized with 20 pounds per 1000 square 
feet of a complete fertilizer raked 
in. The same can be applied to an 
existing lawn, and watered in. 

A top-dressing of good weed- 
free compost is the basic material 
for maintaining fine turf. 

If you are building a new lawn, or 
maintaining compost for topdress- 
ing, there is a new product called 
“Aero Cyanamid” that produces 
weed-free soil and fertilizes at the 
same time. 

Cyanamid is the trade name for 
calcium cyanamid, one of the old- 
est sources of synthetic nitrogen. 

This is the way Aero Cyanamid 
works. Toxio to plants when first 
applied, it destroys weed seeds pre- 
sent in the soil. Only after one 
month can the treated bed be seed- 
ed. During this time the cyanamid 
hes broken down to provide nitro- 
gen. 

In a compost heap 4x4 feet, two 
pounds of cyanamid can be sprinkl- 
ed over every layer two inches thick. 
This will provide weed-free, enrich- 
ed compost. 

CHOOSE YOUR SEED 

When it comes to selecting seed 
there are several choices. If the. ter- 
race is to be maintained at one or 
two inches, a conventional high 


quality mixture should be used. 
This contains Kentucky bluegrass, 
creeping red fescue or chewings fes- 
cue, some coicnial bent and a small 
percentage of quick - germinating 


grass such as common rye. 

Where the topsoil is heavy, blue- 
grass should predominate, if san- 
dy, fescue is important. 


There is a new bluegrass, Merion, | 


which is excellent, though in short 
supply. I like to reseed my existing 
lawn in the fall with 5 pounds of 
bluegrass for 3000 square feet. It 


surely needs it after a severe inva- 
sion of crabgrass. 
AREATION NEEDED 

Excessive traffic causes soil com- 
paction. To relieve this, occasional 
areation is necessary. 


A speciat tork that takes out a 
core of soil is the best device. The 
program should be to areate after 
spray-killing all weeds. 

One should make vigorous use of 
an iron rake on poor areas, and 
then feed with a complete fertilizer 
and organic material (compost, pul- 
verized manure, peatmoss). Reseed 
next, followed by a light rolling or 
tamping with the back of a shovel. 
GARDEN CALENDAR 
Sept. 4 to 10 

Tt will help to hill up soil around 
the roots of annuals and vegetables 
when you cultivate them. E’'y push- 
ing a few extre inches of soil arcund 
the base of a plant you can steady 
the top-heavy ones, and protect 
shallow roots in this last month of | 
dry heat. |

Keep harvesting your vegetable 
garden. It is a shame to have to- 
matoes rot, beans get tough, and 
squash too big to eat because you 
neglected to watch them.

When cutting off dead flowers, 
don’t forget to clip seed heads from 
lilacs, rhododendrons and hydrang- 
ea. The seeds of hollyhocks can be 
sown, three to a three-inch pot, and 
planted beside a fence in a month.
